Social  conditions,  including  the  chief  occupations  of  the  in¬ 


habitants,  and  the  influence  of  any  particular  occupation  on 
public  health;-  The  chief  occupation  is  on  the  land,  with 
a  considerable  proportion  of  work  in  the  Southern  Railway  orics 
at  Eastleigh.  I  know  of  no  special  occupation  affecting  the 
public  health.

Congenital  debility  and  malformation,  premature  birth,  2

-  nine  males  and  three  females.  The  deaths  from  Cancer  are 
fewer  than  usual,  (6  in  1924);  from  Heart  Disease  more  numerous 
than  in  1924  (five). 

The  Births  were  107  -  51  males  (2  illegitimate),  56 
females.

The  extent  to  which  hospitals  and  other  forms  of  gratuitous 
medical  relief  are  utilized;-  Considerable  use  is  made  of 
Winchester,  and  -  to  a  less  extent  -  of  Southampton  Hospital, 
for  indoor  treatment,  and  from  time  to  time  for  consultation. 

Causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity  which  have  been  specially 
noteworthy.  Scarlet  Fever,  26  cases  in  1921;  Pneumonia,  19 
cases  in  1922.

Institution.  It  has  accommodation  for  52  adults  and  8 
children.  In  addition,  the  Mount  Sanatorium,  Bishops toke, 
(outside  this  area),  receives  cases  from  the  area. 

(2) .  Maternity : -  The  County  Council  maintain  certain  Beds 
in  ■  inches ter  Hospital,  and  have  opened  a  Maternity  Home  in 

inches  ter . 

(3) .  There  is  no  Special  Hospital  for  Children  in  the  area, 
but  suitable  cases  are  admitted  to  Winchester  and  Southampton 
Hospitals . 

(4) .  Fever : -  Infectious  cases  for  some  years  have  been 
admitted  to  the  Southampton  Borough  Infectious  Hospital  on 
payment  of  three  guineas  per  case  per  week,  and  one  guinea 
for  the  ambulance. 

(5) .  Smallpox ; -  The  Hampshire  County  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  treatment  of  Smallpox  in  this  area,  and  have  a  small 
Hospital  with  6  or  8  beds  for  this  purpose  in  a  remote  part  of 
Ilursley  Parish,  and,  I  believe,  other  accommodation  elsewhere 
in  the  County. 

(6) .  Other:-  No  Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  and  homeless  children  in  the 
area. 

Ambulance  Facilities;-  (a).  For  infectious  cases.  Cases 
admitted  to  Southampton  Borough  Infectious  Hospital  are  con¬ 
veyed  in  their  (Motor)  Ambulance,  a  charge  of  Ml  :  1  :  -  per 
journey  being  made.  (b).  For  non-inf ectious  and  accident 
cases.  The  Roy&L  Hants  County  Hospital,  (V- inches ter )  Ambulance 
is  available  for  cases  admitted  to  that  Institution.  There 
is  an  Ambulance  at  Eastleigh  which  can  be  hired  -  presumably 
on  payment. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres :  -  Ante -Natal  Clinic  at  Y;rin- 
chestor  Hospital;  Child  'welfare  Centre  at  Eastleigh,  and  at 


Raddesley  (in  the  District);  Tuberculosis  dispensaries  at

Winchester  and  Eastleigh.  Venereal  Treatment  Clinic  for  males 
and  females  at  'Winchester  Hospital. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Author ity : - 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part-time);  Sanitary  In¬ 
spector  (who  is  also  Surveyor),  whole  time.  Half  of  the  salary 
of  each  of  these  is  received  through  t  he  County  Council.  One 
of  the  County  Council  Health  Visitors  works  mainly  in  this  area, 

In  close  co-operation  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home : - 

(a) .  General.  No  actual  Nursing  (except  in  special  cases,  as 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum)  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  or  San¬ 
itary  Authority.  In  Hursley  a  District  Nurse -Midwife  Is  provided 
by  the  owner  of  t  he  Hursley  Estate.  In  Chandlers  Ford,  a  District 
Nurse-Midwife  is  maintained  and  controlled  by  a  Voluntary  Committee 
who  collect  contributions,  etc.  The  other  Parishes  are  without 
Resident  Nurses,  but  an  effort  is  being  made  to  revive  the 
Resident  Nurse-Midwife  in  Otterbourne. 

(b) .  For  Infectious  Diseases,  e.g.  Measles  etc.  No  arrange¬ 

ments  except  in  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorium  (as  stated  above), 
when  a  County  Health  Visitor  is  available,  either  at  the  home, 

or  the  Eye  Hospital,  Southampton. 

Midwives : -  None  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Council.  Be¬ 
sides  the  two  resident  District  Nurse -Midwives ,  I  have  the  names 
of  three  others  who  work  in  the  District,  and  to  these  must  be 
added  a  fourth,  making  six  in  all. 

Chemical  'Work :  -  Analysis  of  Drinking-Mater  and  Sewage  is  carried 
out  at  the  County  Council  Public  Health  Laboratory,  the  charge 
for  chemical  examination  of  drinking  water  being  1.0/6  per  sample, 
and  10/6  for  bacteriological  examination.  A  few  samples  of  Drink¬ 
ing  ater  have  been  examined  during  the  past  five  years,  and  have 
been  found  generally  satisfactory.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area; - 

Water :  -  237  dwellings  in  Iiursley  Village  and  Parley  Chamber - 

layne  are  supplied  by  the  iiursley  Estate,  the  water  being  pump¬ 
ed  from  a  deep  well  or  wells  in  the  chalk,  and  softened.  The 
supply  is  continuous,  sufficient  and  wholesome.  One  large  dwell¬ 
ing  at  Pitt  in  Iiursley  Parish  has  a  supply  from  Winchester  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Southampton  Corporation  (formerly  the  South 
Hants  Waterworks  Company).  Another  dwelling  in  Pitt  has  recently 
obtained  a  supply  from  Pinches ter. 

Southampton  Corporation  Water  is  supplied  to  58  houses 
in  North  Baddesley  out  of  150;  233  out  of  272  in  Otterbourne  and 

Allbrook,  and  514  out  of  537  in  Chandlers  Pord.  The  supply  -  from 
deep  wells  in  the  chalk  -  is  continuous,  sufficient  and  wholesome. 

No  special  sources  of  contamination  are  known  to  me,  and  no  liability 
to  plumb o -solvent  action. 

Every  new  dwelling  'within  the  area  of  the  above  supplies 
is  required  to  have  water  laid  on.  The  Council  sought  to  have  the 
Southampton  Corporation  water  laid  on  to  Baddesley  Common,  but  the 
terms  were  considered  prohibitive. 

The  increasing  number  of  houses  with  a  public  water  supply 
is  one  of  the  improvements  of  the  last  five  years. 

Rivers  and  Streams:- 

The  chief  pollution  is  at  Mead  Villas,  Chandlers  Pord, 
where  everything  is  emptied  into  the  stream;  this  should  be  remedied 
when  the  Sewerage  scheme  is  completed.  There  is  also  some  slight 
pollution  of  the  stream  at  Allbrook  -  where  surface  and  soapy  water 
discharge  into  it;  no  harm  appearing  to  result. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  Sewerage  of  Chandlers  Ford  is  being  carried  out,  and 
should  be  in  working  order  in  1926.  A  number  of  low-lying  dwell¬ 
ings  at  Northend  are  excluded,  and  will  require  separate  consider¬ 
ation.  Satisfactory  arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  disposal

Scavenging : -  There  is  no  Public  Scavenging  in  the  District,  but 

this  is  desirable  in  Chandlers  Ford  at  least,  where  the  number  of 
rubbish  dumps  (unauthorised)  is  considerable.  I  believe  there  is 
a  feeling  that  this  would  be  more  economically  done  if  voluntary 
than  if  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

I  hope  to  see  movable  ashbins  with  covers  compulsory  in 
each  village,  these  having  been  provided  for  each  of  the  Council 
houses  at  Chandlers  Ford  and  Otterbourne. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Areai- 

Tho  "Proposals  for  Re-organisation  of  Sanitary  Administration" 
submitted  in  1910-1911  to  the  Council,  and  approved,  was  the  first 
successful  attempt  at  organised  Public  Health  work  in  this  District, 
and  proved  most  satisfactory  for  the  next  five  years.  Unfortunately, 
the  Great  War,  and  the  advent  of  a  fresh  Sanitary  Inspector  (and 
Surveyor)  undid  most  of  this  progress,  and  It  has  been  found  diff¬ 
icult  to  restore  the  position.  The  principal  points  in  these  Pro¬ 
posals  were  (,1)  Establishment  of  a  Public  Health  Department  (as  in 
all  Districts  of  any  considerable  size),  with  use  of  office,  (2). 

The  M.O.Ii.  as  head.,  under  the  Council.  (3).  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
acting  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  M.O.II.,  and  (4).  Some 
(clerical  assistance.  Up  to  the  present,  the  Clerical  Assistant  or 
Typist  employed  has  not  been  permanent  enough  to  be  given  charge 
of  important  documents  -  Ministry  of  Health  Orders,  Regulations, 
etc.,  -  and  to  be  trusted  to  produce  them  when  required.  For  the 
past  five  years,  efforts  have  been  made  to  ensure  the  closest  co¬ 
operation  between  the  M.O.II.  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  latter  in¬ 
quiring  into  complaints  and  alleged  defects  in  the  first  instance, 
and  reporting  to  the  M.O.H.,  who  reports  to  the  Council.  It  is 
only  in  this  way  that  any  uniform  standard  can  be  maintained,  six 
Sanitary  Inspectors  having  held  office  during  my  tenure  as  M.O.II., 
each  Inspector  having  different  ideas  as  to  the  standard  to  be 
aimed  at.  In  this  way,  most  defects  are  visited  by  the  M.O.H.  and 
the  Sanitary  ■’■or

The  Summary  of  ’  orh  done  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  Department  is 
appended,  (County  Council  Table),  and  shows  a  considerable  number 
of  Inspections,  notices,  and  defects  remedied. 

Smoke  Abatement : -  ho  steps  have  been  taken  or  called  for  under 
this  head. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Dye-Laws  or 
Regulations : -  One  slaughter  house,  (in  Hursley),  registered, 

and  the  Cowsheds  in  the  District  are  the  only  ones  known  to  me 
for  which  we  have  Bye-Laws  or  Regulations.  Of  the  three  houses 
let  In  lodgings,  which  are  known  to  me,  an  allegation  of  over¬ 
crowding  was  made  against  one,  but  was  not  confirmed,  on  invest¬ 
igation.  I  am  still  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  an  advantage  to 
have  Bye-Laws  for  houses  let  in  lodgings. 

Offensive  Trades:-  I  know  of  none,  ho  hop-pickers  etc,  employed 
in  the  District.  No  regulations  needed  in  respect  of  Underground 
sleeping  rooms. 

Other  Sanitary  Conditions  requiring  notices-  The  use  of  Caravans 
on  wheels,  alone,  or  with  extensions,  as  permanent  dwellings,  at 
Baddesley  Common  and  Chandlers  Ford,  is  a  new  feature  of  the  last 
four  or  five  years,  and  will  require  to  be  watched.  One  objection¬ 
able  feature  which  strikes  me  is  t  he  existence  at  one  end  of  a 
number  of  the  caravans  of  two  bunks ^  one  above  the  other,  the  parents 
usually  sleeping  in  the  upper  bunk,  the  children  in  the  lower  - 

has  a  curtain  shutting  it  off;  the  circulation  of  air  -  under 
these  conditions  -  must  be  very  limited. 

Schools:-  The  Public  Elementary  schools  are  visited  from  time 
to  time,  and  the  attention  cf  the  Correspondent  drawn  to  any  un¬ 
sanitary  conditions  found,  these  are  usually  remedied.  Hursley  and 
Farley  Schools  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  Hursley  Estate; 
Baddesley,  Chandlers  Ford,  Otterbourne  and  Allbrook  Schools  from 
the  Southampton  Corporation  mains;  Ampfield  School  -  like  the  rest 
of  the  village  -  Is  dependent  on  well  water.  Only  one  School  - 
Chilworth  and  Baddesley  -  closed  for  one  week,  •'•wing  to  Measles, 
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(10). 

during  the  year.

(1) .  (1)-  General  dousing  Conditions--  Many  properties  have  got 
into  bad  repair,  and  considerable  dilficulty  is  experienced  in  get¬ 
ting  necessary  repairs  and  decoration  ( limevashing  ceilings,  paper¬ 
ing  or  dis tempering  walls,  painting  doors  and  windows)  carried  out. 

(2) .  (a).  In  Hursley,  Chandlers  Ford,  and  Otterbourne  (which  in¬ 
cludes  Allbrook),  more  houses  are  needed:  there  appears  to  be  no 
great  shortage  in  Ampfield,  and  the  recently  erected  dwellings  at 
Baddesley  Common  are  occupied  mainly  by  people  from  outside  the 
District.  In  Farley  the  population  is  practically  stationary. 

(b).  To  meet  tile  shortage,  subsidies  and  loans  for  building  are 
being  granted.  During  the  last  five  years,  under  the  1919  Act, 
Subsidies  were  granted,  and  19  houses  erected  (18  in  Chandlers  Ford 
and  one  in  Baddesley).  Under  the  1925  Act,  108  Subsidies  (104 

in  Chandlers  Ford,  3  in  Baddesley,  and  1  in  Hursley),  and  of  these 
72  dwellings  have  been  completed  for  occupation.  The  Council  has 
also  erected  44  houses  in  Chandlers  Ford,  1  in  Baddesley,  and  30 
in  Otterbourne.  The  Council  has  also  adopted  the  Small  Dwellings 
Acquisition  Act,  under  which  advances  of  85 Je  of  the  amount  of  the 
Valuation  of  the  property  are  made,  repayable  in  20  years  at 
over  Bank  Rate . 

(3) .  The  population  of  Chandlers  Ford  has  increased  considerably 

during  the  last  few  years,  and  is  now  estimated  at  over  2,000, 

(.1831  at  the  Census  ^f  1921):  a  large  area  there  is  now  being  de- 
welpped,  and  subsidy  houses  mostly  erected. 

II.  Overcrowding:-  (1)  Extent:-  Very  few  cases  of  Overcrowd¬ 
ing  havo  come  to  light.  In  one  instance  where  a  man  and  his  wife 
and  three  children  (one  of  whom  had  returned  from  a  Sanatorium), 
§>ccupied  a  single  room,  another  room  in  the  cottage  was  rented,  and 
the  overcrowding  abated  (this  case  was  referred  to  in  my  Report 
for  1924).  In  another  instance  where  a  man  and  his  wife  and  ten 
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children  occupied  a  large  caravan  (19  feet  long),  much  of  the  space 
in  which  was  taken  up  by  two  bedsteads  and  a  cot,  an  undertaking 
was  given  that  three  of  the  children  would  sloep  elsewhere. 

In  a  third  case  of  alleged  overcrowding,  in  which  a  man  and  his 
wife  and  three  children  rented  only  one  r*om  in  a  house  let  in 
lodgings,  inquiry  showed  that  two  of  the  children  slept  in  another 
bedroom,  and  that  the  allegation,  made  for  the  second  time,  could 
not  be  sustained.  These  are  the  only  cases  brought  to  my  notice 
during  1925. 

(2).  Causes ; -  Inability,  ( *r  unwillingness)  to  pay  for  mare 
a  c  c  ommoda  t ion. 

(o).  Measures  Taken:-  Involved  proceedings  by  the  landlord 
(under  pressure  by  the  Council)  in  the  firfet  case.  Measures 
contemplated ; -  Subsidies  and  loans  to  encourage  building,  see 
preceding  paragraphs,  Housing  I  (2)(b).

gRefnse  Disposal;-  Holes  are  occasionally  dug  in  the  ground,  into 
which  vegetable  and  sometimes  other  organic  matter  is  thrown,  and 
as  there  is  no  protection  from  rain,  this  becomes  very  objection¬ 
able,  and,  in  fact,  a  nuisance.  If  dug  into  the  cultivated  soil, 
or  covered  with  earth'  on  the  surface  of  the  ground,  this  is  avoided. 
There  Is  sometimes  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  contents  of  cess¬ 
pools,  where  space  is  limited,  but  if  regularly  "pumped"  on  to  some 
absorbent  material,  such  as  dry  earth,  or  even  fine  ashes  or  saw¬

General  and  liistellaneous ; -  Xn  connection  with  Health 
V'eek,  a  lecture  wa.s  given  by  Dr.  Lockhart  Stephens,  G.B.E.,  D.L., 
in  Hursley,  which  was  well  attended,  one  in  Baddesley,  also  well 
attended,  and  one  in  Otterbourne,  moderately  attended.. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Sewerage  of  Chandlers  Ford  - 
which  was  in  progress  during  the  year,  there  has  been  no  startling 
development  during  the  past  five  years,  but  gradual  improvement  in 
the  working  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  in  improvement  of 
t  he  Public  Health. 


The  Li.O.H.  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  are  constantly  giving 
information  and  advice  as  to  the  methods  of  dealing  with  contents 
of  cesspits,  and  refuse,  which  are  considered  best.

One  Tuberculous  hi  Ike  r  was  known  in  the  District,  and 
had  been  warned  not  to  continue  milking  before  the  issue  of  the 
Public  Health  (.Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations ,  1925.  A 
further  stronger  letter  was  written  on  receipt  of  the  Regulations; 
he  is  now  carrying  on  Poultry  rearing,  I  understand.  Ho  formal 
action  was  required  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62. 

It  may  be  thought  that  this  Report  does  not  give  a 
sufficient  Survey  or  the  progress  made  in  the  last  five  years,  but  - 
as  stated  before  -  apart  from,  the  Sewerage  of  Chandlers  Ford,  the 
new  Dye laws  for  New  Streets  and  Buildings,  Byelaws  for  tents,  vans, 
sheds,  etc.,  Slaughter-house  Byelaws,  Grants  of  Subsidies  and  loans, 
for  Housing,  the  most  marked  development  has  been  in  greater  co¬ 
operation  between  the  Officers  of  the  Council,  greater  attention  to 
complaints  and  to  defects  found  on  inspection.
